THE COUNTY CAPITAL 


The News of the Week in Doylestown as Gathered 


by Our Special Correspondent. 


Doylestown, November 24, 1908. 


Scarcely had the echoes of one cam- 


paign died away before the politicians 
begin to think of the next one. 


The nomination of the county ticket 


next June is afler all not so far off. 


It will be a short one, including 


only District Attorney, Protliouotary, 
a Director of the Poor and Jury Com- 
missioners, but as the Jury Commis- 
sioners on both tickets will be elected 
there are really only three offices to 
fight over. 


Unltl Joseph W. Shelly 
was re- 


elected District Attorney in 1803, it 
had not been customary in Bucks 
county to re-elect to that olllce, al- 
though it is done in many of the other 
counties of the State. When William 
C. Ityun was nominated Iwo years 
ago for the office by Ihe Republicans it 
marked a departure from the former 
practice of selecting young and fre- 
quently inexperienced men for the 
place. He entered the office the most 
experienced lawyer ever elected to it 
in this county, and the result has 
justified the wisdom of his selection. 
The business of the criminal courts, 
which is altogether under the control 
of the prosecuting attorney, has been 
promptly dispatched. Many Import- 
ant cases have been tried and the 
guilty have generally been brought to 
book. The office has also been con- 
ducted with uniform courtesy and 
lalrness to all concerned. 


Under these conditions it is not re- 


markable that Mr. Kyan's name is 
mentioned for a rcnommation by the 
Republicans. There are also others 
spoken of—Ex-District Attorney Cal- 
vin S. Boyer, County Chairman Oscar 
O. Heun, Hiram H. Keller, Wesley 
Bunting, Franklin Gilkeson and Hon. 
Harry J. Shoemaker. 


On the Democratic side some of the 
"spoken of" men are George Ross, 
Asiier K. Anders, J. Ralphus Freed 
and Isaac J. Vanartsdalen. Up to this 
time no member of the Bar has an- 
nounced his candidacy. 


The Republican nomination 
for 


Prothonotary goes to the Middle and 
that of Director of the Poor to the 
Upper End. 


AN ADDITIONAL JUDGE. 


Another subject of interest here is 


the suggestion that there should be 
an 
additional Judge 
for 
Bucks 


county, and the office could be created 
by the Legislature this winter, we are 
told. It is urged that, owing to the 
increase of litigation since Judge Stout 
went upon the bench, the work has 
become loo much for one man. 
It is 


pointed out that the present Judge has 
impaired his health by hard work and 
during the present year has had to call 
In other judges to assist him. 


With a second Judge here, it is 


argued, the embarrassments and in- 
conveniences, which arise from ill- 
ness and absence of the single Judge 
of the county could be avoided and 
public business mo re rapidly disposed 
of. As salaries of Judges are paid by 
the State the expense of maintaining 
an additional Court would be incon- 
siderable; while on the other hand it 
would facilitate public business to a 
marked degree. 


Northampton, Chester and 
Dela- 


ware of the neighboring counties have 
two Judges each, while Montgomery, 
Lancaster 
and 
Berks 
have three. 


Should such a Court be created and a 
Republican chosen to preside over it, 
it is likely that either District At- 
torney Ryan, Hugh B. Eastburn or 
Howard I. James would be chosen. 
Most likely It would be the present 
District Attorney, as H is understood 
that he could have had the nomina- 
tion against Judge Yerkes some years 
ago when Henry Lear was forced out 
of the race. 


(JOX'S $10,000 PAID. 


The contagious smile worn by De- 


puty Clerk A. Harry Clayton, of the 
Uuarter Sessions, reached its most ex- 
pansive proportions, 
Monday after- 


noon, when Oscar O. Bean, local re- 
prescntative of the U. S. Fidelity and 
Guaranty Company of Baltimore, 
handed him a check for $10,000, the 
forfeited bail of Lewis Cox, the fugi- 
tive from justice, who was wanted on 
the charge of forging the name of a 
Philadeiphian to a promissory note for 
$12,400 which was paid by tne Quak- 
ertovvn bank. Some question seems to 
have arisen as to whom the money 
belongs to. The (.'curt will pass up- 
on it. 


OUR IMPROVED TOWN. 


Had any man told the residents of 


this town three years ago that by 
this time they would have several 
miles of first class stone streets and 
nearly as long stretches of cement 
block pavements and rip-rapped gut- 
ters he would have been laughed at for 
his statement. But such is the case. 


Since last May Street Commissioner 


Holcombe and his force of men have 
built 1.9 miles of good roads. This 
includes 6380 feet of street resurfaced 
29 feet in width, and 450 feet of new 
street built from the bottom up. 


But that is not all. New curbing 


put in aggregates 1937 linear feet and 
160 feet of old curbing has been reset. 


Cement block pavements laid in the 


same length of time aggregate 3900 
linear feet, and there have been 1360 
linear feet of brick gutters and 900 
linear feet of stone gutters laid. Two 
40 feet stone culverts has been built 
and the borough reservoir has been 
raised two feet, not to mention the 
scores of minor repairs and improve- 
menls which have been demanded. 
That's a record to be proud of, isn't 


it? And if you come down to fine 
points it was made possible by one 
aggressive man, who was big enough 
and determined enough to land a kick 
which sent the "old fogy" element to 
the tall timbers. He Isn't always 
right. He's criticized many times; 
but Doylestown has him to thank 
for the Initiative which resulted in 
these changes. 
He was far-sighted 


enough to sec' that it could be done 
and radical and stubborn enough not 
to care a rap what the knockers said. 


And what is belter still, Doylestown 


had $6200 in its treasury at the last 
meeting of Council. It sounds better 
when you know that the borough debt 
limit is $3500 and that there was a 
margin of less than $10,000 when the 
work started 
That meant financecr- 


ing. 
If one hustler like that in Coun- 


cil can accomplish so much, what 
would two or three more men of the 
same stamp do? Probably get the 
town incorporated under the General 
Borough Act and Induce a few boom 
Industries to come here. Eh! 


THAT WATER QUESTION. 


That suggestion to cut off out-of- 


town consumers of borough water, 
mentioned In last week's letter, has 
caused a lot of talk. The query as to 
whether Council has a right to furnish 
water to the outsiders has been settled 
by a lawyer who says the borough was 
given the power by special legislation. 


Then the question narrows down to 


whether the town should conserve its 
water supply by refusing water to 
folks out of town, or install water 
meters ard save the waste which must 
be extensive. 


There's where a few figures will in- 


terest readers of the Gazette. Since 
1886 
the annual consumption of water 


in Doylestown has grown from 30,- 
000,000 to 110,000,000 gallons. 
Going 


on the assumption that there are 
300,000 gallons of water pumped every 
day—which is the average—and that 
there are at least 8000 users, this 
means 100 gallons per day for each 
person. Of course no one will admit 
that every person In Doylestown uses 
anything like that amount, so some 
folks must be using more than they 
pay for, and then there is evidently 
some waste. 


Water metre advocates say that if 
tee borough forced every consumer 
to put In a water metre it would 


prevent the waste, be saved a neat sum 
on its coal bills, and protect its- water 
supply in such a way that It could 
furnish the outsiders with all the 
»water they want. 


There is little doubt that the waste 


would be stopped, and there is little 
likelihood that Council would oppose 
the meter system idea—if the people 
paid for the meters.

Jr., of Frenchtown, presented a docu- 
ment to the Bucks County Historical 
Society which he found among tile 
papers of his grandfather, Co'. Joseph 
Hough, of 1'olnt Pleasant, and it re- 
calls some interesting biographical 
facts concerning the late President 
Grant. 


Concerning this Librarian Warren 


S. Ely, of the Historical Society, says: 


"Col. Hough was a descendant of 


Benjamin Hough, who married Han- 
nah Simpson, daughter of John Simp- 
son, 
of Horsham, a sister of John 


Simpson, the grandfather of President 
U. S. Grant. 


"The paper deposited, dated Decem- 


ber la, 1805, is the award of arbitrators 
appointed to .settle certain controver- 
sies arising between the heirs of John 
Simpson, tho elder, who died 
in 


-Horsham in 1804. 


"John Simpson the younger, mar- 


ried Rebecca Weir, of Warrlngton, and 
soon after the date of this arbitration 
removed with his family to Ohio, 
where his daughter, Hannah, met and 
married Jesse R. Grant, father of the 
President. 


"It is a well known fact that Grant 


paid at least two v isits to his cousins 
in Bucks county. 
During one of these 


visits he was the guest of his great- 
uncle and aunt, Benjamin and Han- 
nah Simpson Hough, of Warrington, 
and also visited the McKinstrys who 
were his cousins through his grand- 
mother, Rebecca Weir."

I may add, for persons o( my tempera- 
ment—I can say without hesitation 
that I would Just ea soon take n dose 
of arsenic as I would of alcohol under 
such circumstances. 
Indeed, on the 


whole, I should think the arsenic saf- 
er, less likely to Itacl to physical and 
moral degradation. It would be better 
to die outright than to be alcoholized 
before death. 


"If a man cannot do brain work 


without stimulants of any kind he had 
boiler turn lo hand work; it If an In- 
dication on NaturcV part that she did 
not mean him to be a head-worker. 


"The circumstances of my life have 


led me lo all sorts of conditions in re- 
gard lo alcohol, from Total Abstinence 
lo nearly the other end of the scale, 
and my clear conviction Is the less the 
bettor, though I by no means feel call- 
ed upon lo forego the comforting and 
cheering effect of a little. 


"Hut for no conceivable considera- 


tion would I use it lo whip up a tired 
or sluggish brain ; Indeed, for me there 
is no working-lime so good ns between 
breakfast ami lunch, when there Is not 
a trace of alcohol in my composition." 


From the above we have the follow- 


ing clear conclusions arrived at by one 
of Iho cleverest and d- cpcst thinkers 
of or day : 


That "as a filimualnt to the brain 


in mental work" it would be better 
to take a dose of arsenic than a dose 
of alcohol.

During the time when the Bath 


Springs were In the zenith of their 


popularity, a Mis. Corson, of Phila- 
deplhia, visited here with her two 
daughters for the benefit of the min- 
eral waters. One of her daughters 
died.v The trustees offered her a place 
of burial in the church yard. Some 
time afterward the other daughter died 
and was laid by tne side of her sister. 
Later the mother died and at her re- 
([uest was buried with her daughters. 
On examination of her will it was 
found that she had devised all her 
estate consisting of valuable property 
at the corner of Twelfth and Spruce 
streets, Philadelphia, to the Methodist 
Church of Bristol, upon the death of 
two relatives to whom she had granted 
a life right. 


Years afterward, when the building 


of a new church became a necessity, it 
was the knowledge of this legacy, 
which 
furnished 
the 
Inspiration, 


which subsequently resulted in the 
erection of the present handsome edi- 
iice and the consequent extension of 
the church's sphere of 
usefulness. 


When inquiry was made regarding the 
legacy It was found that the collateral 
inheritance lax ha:l not been paid for 
several years, and there was grave 
danger of losing the property. 
The 


matter was, however, satisfactorily 
settled and the $12,000 received bought 
the ground upon which the present 
church was erected. Again the hand 
of God manifested itself In the promo- 
tion of the secular affairs of this par- 
ticular church. 


The new church edih'ce was finally 


completed, but while the congregation 
was rejoicing over the consummation 
of their pluns, the burden of a heavy 
debt rested upon their shoulders. A1 
bonded indebtedness of $17,000, and a 
floating debt of o\er $5000, was not an 
easy load to carry. 
With an answer- 


ing faith in God the congregation took 
up the work. It meant a long hard 
pull, but they never wavered. When 
the aggregate debt had been reduced to 
$11,000, Miss Caroline Kinsey depart- 
ed from this life and devised her entire 
fortune, with the exception of a few- 
private bequests to the local church. 
This fortune was more than adequate 
to clear the church of debt, but when 
the executor was ready to take up the 
mortgage, he claimed to have found 
an old suit in the Philadelphia courts 
in which the estate was involved and 
which prevented settlement. 
A law- 


yer was procured and the matter forc- 
ibly settled. The church received over 
J30.000. Thus It will be seen, that 
in each of three important epochs of 
the church history, God raised up a 
noble woman, whose faith and love 
furnished the inspiration and mater- 
ial help, which later led to tne mag- 
nificent results which are in evidence 
today. 
All honor to these noble 


women. The names of Mary Conner, 
Mrs. 
Carson and Caroline Kinsey 


should stand us beacon lights guiding 
their successors on to greater achieve- 
ments and conquests in the future. 
As the congregation gathers together 
on the occasion of the one hundred and 
twentieth anniversary of the founding 
of their church, we doubt not, but that 
amid their rejoicing will be mingled

dose of Laudanum to Relieve

from an over-dose of laudanum, at her 
home In Wellington, Kansas, on the 
loth inst. Death occurred on Sunday 
morning. 


The night before Miss Lawrence had 


taken a dose of laudanum to relieve 
the pain of one of the severe headaches 
to which she was subject. 


Miss Lawrence was well known in 


Bristol and was born here May '£>, 
1873. She went with her parents to 
Kansas In 1877, but returned home on 
several occasions to visit relatives. 
All of Miss Lawence's relatives live 
in and near Bristol. Among the de- 
ceased's cousins here are: Mrs. Gilbert 
Kandall. Mrs. Ella Wilson, Landreth 
Glrton, George and Frank Horn. 


The deceased spent most of the sum- 


mer of 1891 here visiting her relatives. 


Miss Lawrence had spent the day 


before her death in Wichita shopping 
and on returning at night complained 
of fatigue and a distressing headache. 
Upon retiring she took a dose of laud- 
anum, to relieve the throbbing pains 
in her head, as the usual headache 
powders had lost their potency. 
Sev- 


eral hours later her mother upon go- 
IIIR to the daiiaht r's room found her 
sleeping lleauly auu1 attempted to 
arouse her, 
but 
without success. 


Doctors 
were summoned and 
after 


hard work the young woman was re- 
stored to partial consciousness. 
In 


one of these periods of consciousness 
the daughter explained what she had 
done and expressed the fear that she 
had taken too much.

Foot and mouth disease has appeared 


or has been reported among cattle in 
the counties of Montour, Northumber- 
land, 
I'uion, tjnyder, Junluta, Le- 


high, Lancaster, Delaware and Mont- 
gomery. 
In each case the oulbreak 


has been traced to cattle shipped from 
Buffalo, New York, during the last 
week of October or the lirst week of 
November. Since then, the stockyards 
at Buffalo 
have been- thoroughly 


cleaned and disinfected, and it is stal- 
ed by the federal authorities that there 
is now no danger from that source. 
Many cattle came to Pennsy vlania dur- 
ing the two weeks mentioned. All of 
these shipments are being looked up 
aa far as this is possible but some have 
been dispersed and arc hard to trace. 


Hence there is the possibility that 


foot-and-mouth disease may occur any 
where in the State, even in a place 
least to be suspected. 


It is of the greatest importance that 


outbreaks shall be promptly reported 
so that all necessary precautions may 
be taken. 
Reports should be seni by 


telegraph—charges col lee t—to the Stale 
Veterinarian at llarrisburg. All citi- 
zens should consider H their duly to 
muke such reports, in the interests of 
the public welfare. Just at this time, 
any unusual disease afreet Ing 
the 


mouths or leet of cattle should be re- 
garded with suspicion. 
11'such dis- 


ease spreads 
from animal to animal 


there can be little doubt as to its 
nature. 


In repressing this disease the Unit- 


ed States IJepartment of Agriculture 
Is co-operating and is assisting the 
State Livestock Sanitary Board. As 
a result of such co-operation it is pos- 
sible to pay to ouners full value for 
all cattle that may have to be des- 
troyed on account of this disease pro- 
vided the owners co-operate with the 
public authorities and do their part 
to prevent tho further spieiul ol in- 
fection. 


Every veterinary practitioner and 


every cuttle owner Miould be exceed- 
ingly alert to detect the first evidence 
of this disease and to report it. Where 
cattle arc known to uealTecled, visitors 
should be kept away for the disease 
is one that may be easily conveyed by 
persons who have been in contact with 
or near affected animals. Persons who 
are knovvn to have been on infected 
premises should be debarred 
from 


places where cattle are kept until afler 
their clolhlng has been disinfected. 


The disease is one that causes enor- 


mous losses and must .be dealt with 
In a firm and effective way.
